Present: Representatives Moulder, William M. Tuck, and 
Gordon H. Scherer. 

Present Also: Richard Arens, staff director, and Donald 
Appel, investigator. 

Mr. Moulder. On this 17th day of June, 1958, the 
subcommittee of the Committee on Un-American Activities, 
composed of Hon. MorganM. Moulder, subcommittee chairman, 
Hon. William M. Tuck, and Hon. Gordon H. Scherer, as appointed 
and established by the Hon. Francis Walter, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities for the purpose of 
holding hearings on this date in this room, 129, U. S. Court 
House, Foley Square, New York, N. Y. , 

All members of the subcommittee, a quorum, are present. 
Richard Arens, counsel for the committee, and Don Appel,

investigator, are present. Therefore, the committee will be 
in order and in executive session. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. James D. Proctor, will you stand so that 
you may be sworn. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony 
you are about to give before this subcommittee of the United 
States Congress will be the truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Proctor. I do. 

TESTIMONY OF JAMES D. PROCTOR, 20 W. 84th STREET, 
NEW YORK, N. Y. , (ACCOMPANIED BY HIS COUNSEL, 
EPHRAIM LONDON, 150 BROADWAY, NEW YORK, N. Y.) 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, 
and occupation. 

Mr. Proctor. My name is James D. Proctor. I live at 
20 West 84th Street, New York City, and I am a freelance 
publics*. 

Mr. Arens. You ace appearing today, Mr. Proctor, in 
response to a subpoena which was served upon you by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Proctor. Yes, I am. 

Mr, Arens. And you are accompanied by counsel? 
Mr. Proctor. Yes, I am. 

Mr. Arens. Will counsel kindly identify himself for the 
record, please? 

Mr. London. Ephraim London, 150 Broadvfey. 
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Mr. Arens. What is the area or type of activity in which 
you are a free-lance publicist? 

Mr* Proctor. Theater and film. 

Mr. Arens. How long fcave you been so engaged? 

Mr. Proctor. I would say about 27 years. 

Mr. Arens. For whom were you last employed? 

Mr. Proctor. I am currently employed on a play called, 
"Look Homeward, Angel, 11 as the press representative. 

Mr. Arens. With whom are you contracting on that 
production? 

Mr. Proctor. I think it is a corporate name. The com- 
pany would be "Look Homeward, Angel ," Incorporated. The 
producer is Kermit Bloomgarden and Theater 200, Inc., I believe 
it is called. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you been engaged in this 
publicity work for this particular play? 

Mr. Proctor. This play opened in New York on Thanksgiving 
night . 

Mr. Arens. What was the appointment which you had immed- 
iately prior to this particular employment? 

Mr. Proctor. The play preceding this play, I believe, was 
a play called "The Diary of Anne Frank." I was the press 
representative for that. 

Mr. Arens. Are you engaged by yourself as an individual, 
or do you have associates in your work? 
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* * 

Mr. Proctor. I operate in the theater according to an 
arrangement whereby one press representative works on one play 
and where there are two plays working simultaneously, a second 
representative is engaged as my associate. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have a firm? That is what I mean. 

Mr. Proctor. I have a firm in the sense that I operate 
alone and I have an office. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Proctor, are you now or have you ever 
been a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Proctor. I will state, not because this committee has 
any right at all to ask that question, but because failure to 
answer it under the circumstances might injure me professionally, 
that I am not a member of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Proctor. I invoke my privileges under the First and 
Fifth Amendment and refuse to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Proctor, in this executive session, we can 
save a little time if we can arrive at a date. I will back up 
and say, were you a member of the Communist Party, going clear 
on back to some other date, after which time in your life is 
it that you have not been a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. London. I would suggest, Mr. Arens, that you ask 
the question that you were going to ask, the first question 
that you suggested that you might ask. 



Mr, Areas. Were you a member of the Communist Party 

yesterday? 

Mr. Proctor. I refuse to answer that question. 

Mr. Areas. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party any time since you were served with your subpoena for 
appearance before this committee? 

Mr. Proctor. I also would like to save the time of this 
committee and my answer is the same. I refuse to answer on 
the grounds of the First and Fifth Amendments.- 

Mr. Arena. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that 
that would conclude the staff interrogation at this time of 
Mr. Proctor and that the Chair now order Mr. Proctor to 
re-appear here at this hearing room on Thursday, the 19th. 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Proctor, did you understand the 
statement made by counsel? 

Mr. Proctor. I do. 

Mr. Moulder. The subpoena served upon you will remain 
in full force and effect and you are notified and ordered to 
appear before this committee on Thursday, June 19th, at 
ten o'clock, a.m. , 

Mr. Arena. Mr. Joseph Pafc, would you kindly stand while 
the Chairman administers an oath? 

Mr. Moulder. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony you 
are about to give before this subcommittee of the United States 
Congress will be the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
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truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I do.

Mr. Arena. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence 
and occupation. 

Mr. Papirofsky. My name is Joseph Papirofsky. I reside 
at 410 Central Park, West, Manhattan. 

Mr. Arens. Your occupation? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I produce Shakespearian plays* 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today, Mr. Papirofsky, in 
response to a subpoena which was served upon you by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Yes, I am. 

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Yes, I am. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 
Mr. London. Kphraim London, 150 Broadway, New York City. 
Mr. Arens. Please tell us every name under which you have 
been known. What other names have you used? 
Mr. Papirofsky. Joseph Pap. 
Mr. Arens. That is your professional name? 
Mr. Papirofsky. Yes, that is my theater name. 
Mr. Arens. Where are you employed? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I am employed at Columbia Broadcasting 
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System.

Mr* Arens. How long have you been employed at CBS? 
Mr. Papirofsky. I think it is about seven years. 
Mr. Arens. In what capacity are you employed? 
Mr. Papirofsky. Stage manager. 

Mr. Arens. For what productions have you been stage 
manager? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Many, many productions, I am on the staff 
and do all productions. 

Mr. Arens. What is the latest production of which you 
have been stage manager. 

Mr. Papirofsky.. "A Member of the Wedding." 

Mr. Arens. Where^were you employed immediately prior to 
the time of your employment with CBS? 

Mr. Papirofsky. With Kermit Blooragarden. 

Mr. Arens. As what? 

Mr. Papirofsky. As a stage manager. 

Mr. Arens. What was the last play? 

Mr. Papirofsky. "Death of a Salesman." 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time? 

Mr. Papirofsky. It was approximately seven months, in 
1950 starting in 1950. I don f t remember the exact dates. 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment immediately prior 
to your employment with Mr. Bloomgarden? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I was in California at that time. 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity? 
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Mr. Papirofsky. As an actor and director. 

Mr. Arens. Where were you employed there? 

Mr. Papirofsky. May I consult with my attorney, please? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Papirofsky. I was employed by the Actors* Laboratory 
in California. 

Mr. Arens. What is, or was, the Actors' Laboratory? 

Mr. Papirofsky. It was a theatrical producing laboratory 
and a school. It put on a play and had a school for actors. 

Mr. Arens. Did you produce for them? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I produced some of the plays. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been engaged with the Shakespearean 
Theater Workshop in the New York Area? 

Mr. Paplrofskyi Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time have you been 
engaged with them? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Since 1954. 

Mr. Arens. Are you presently engaged by them? 
Mr. Papirofsky. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Is that a professional employment that you 

have? 

Mr. Papirofsky. It is not exactly, because I am the 
producer of the organization. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us a little bit about it, what you do 
for then and what your relationship with the Shakespearean 
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Workshop Theater Is. 

Mr. Paplrofsky. X produce plays for ths Shakespearean 
Workshop and put then on in the parks free of charge to the 

public . 

Mr. Arens. Do you receive any coapensatlon for that? 

Mr. Paplrofsky. Yes, I receive $50 a week. I had not 
received any coapensatlon for three years, but now I do 
receive $50 a week. 

Mr. Arens. When was the Shakespearean Workshop formed? 

Mr. Paplrofsky. In 1954. 

Mr. Arens. Who are the principal officers of this 

organization? 

Mr. Paprlfsky. Well, there is a board of trustees. 

Mr. Arens. Who is the president of the organisation? 

Mr. Paplrofsky. I an the chalxaan of the organisation. 
I am producer and founder of the organisation. 

Mr. Arens. How is the Shakespearean Worksho p sustained 
financially? 

Mr. Paplrofsky. Through contributions. 

Mr. Arens. Does it receive any funds from public sources? 

Mr. Paplrofsky. No direct subsidy from public sources. 

Mr. Arens. Who Joined with you in forming this Shakes- 
pearean Workshop? 

Mr. Paplrofsky. I am trying to think of all of the 
names. 



Mr. Arena* Just the principal people. 

Mr. Papirof sky. May I consult with my attorney? 

Mr. Arena/ Any time you want to consult with your 
attorney you do not first have to ask us. You just go ahead 
and consult with him. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Papirof sky. There were five people. Reverend Clarance 
E. Boyer, who is the pastor of the Emanuel Presbyterian Church. 
The reason he was on the board originally was we had our 
theater at the Emanuel Presbyterian Church. 

Ralph K. Holmes, Leo Brody, Robert Barry. 

Mr. Arons. Are you now or have you ever been a member of 
the Communist Party? 

Mr. Papirof sky. I am not a member of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Arena. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Papirof sky. X must decline to answer that. 
Mr. Arena. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party any time during the course of the last few years? 
Mr. Papirof sky. No. 

Mr. Arena. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party any time since 1958? 
Mr. Papirof sky. Ho. 

Mr. Arena. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party any time since January of 1955? 
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Mr. Papirofsky. I must decline to answer that question. 
Mr. Arena. Have you ever resigned from the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I must decline to answer the question on 
the grounds of the Fifth Amendment, please. 

Mr. Arens. Are you under Communist Party discipline? 

Mr. Papirofsky. No, I am not under Communist Party 
discipline. 

Mr. Arens. Are you against the Communist Party? 
Mr. Papirofsky. I have many differences with the Communist 
Party . 

Mr. Arens. Are there persons who are presently engaged 
in the theater of which you are a director or producer who to 
your certain knowledge as late as January 1955, have been 
members of -the Communist Party? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I must refuse to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, that 
we conclude the staff interrogation of this witness at this 
time and I suggest the record reflect an order by yourself 
that he be ordered to appear here on Thursday, June 19th. 

Mr. Moulder. The committee has heard the request by 
counsel and will comply therewith, and the witness is ordered 
a'nd directed to reappear before this committee on Thursday, 
June 19th, at 10:00 a.m.; the subpoena served upon you will 
remain in full force and effect. 



Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I should like to request at thi 
time that the record request and order, by yourself, that 
Mr. Howard Hausman, who was to appear here this morning, have 
his appearance subpoena continued from today to next Monday, 
pursuant to a telephone call to our staff. 

Mr. Hausman advised today that his counsel had to be im. 
attendance at the funeral of a close friend and for that 
reason it was felt and it is recommended that his appearance 
be set over until Monday. It is agreeable with him to be in 
Washington on Monday at executive session. 

Mr. Moulder. Without objection, it is so ordered. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Carroll Hollister will be the next 
witness, if you please, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Moulder. . Do you solemnly swear that the testimony 
you are about to give before this subcommittee will be the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth, so help you 
God? 

Mr. Hollister. I do.

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence 
and occupation. 

Mr. Hollister. Carroll Hollister, 344 West 72d Street, 
occupation, musician. 

Mr. Arena. You are appearing today, Mr. Hollister, in 



response to a subpoena which was served upon you by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities? 
Mr. Hollister. Yes. 

Mr. Arena. And you are represented by counsel? 
Mr. Hollister. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 

Mr. Sacher. Harry Sacher, 342 Mddison Avenue, New York, 

17 . 

Mr. Arens. Where are you employed? 
Mr. Hollister. I am a free-lance musician. 
Mr. Arens. What instrument do you play? 
Mr. Hollister. I play the piano. 
Mr. Arens. Are you a member of an organization of 
musicians? 

Mr. Hollister. What do you mean— a playing organization? 
I am a member of the union, of course. 
Mr. Arens. What union? 
Mr. Hollister. Local 802. 

Mr. Arens. Have you held office or do you hold office 
in that local? 

Mr. Hollister. No. 

Mr. Arens. Are you or have you been on the faculty 
of the Metropolitan Music School? 

Mr. Hollister. This is a question which I would be glad 
to answer if I did not feel it was intended to circumscribe 
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my rights as to the free exercise of my profession and my 
rights of association under the First Amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Do you decline to answer whether or not you 
were on the faculty of the Metropolitan School? 

Mr. Hollister. I would be proud to associate with such^ 
an organization which has done a wonderful job, as far as I. 
understand . 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly answer the question of 
whether or not you are on the faculty? 

Mr. Hollister. I prefer to say that I feel this is an 
invasion of my rights under the First Amendment of the 
Constitution. 

Mr. Arens. Do you decline to answer the question? 
Mr. Hollister. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Arens. Do you teach music any place? 
Mr. Hollister. Yes. 
Mr. Arens. Where do you teach? 
Mr. Hollister. In my own studio. 
Mr. Arens. What is the name of your studio? 
Mr. Hollister. It has no name. It is my own home and 
studio. 

Mr. Arens. Are you the only instructor in the place? 
Mr. Hollister. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Hollister, are you now a member of the 
Communist Party? 
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(The witness conferred with his counsel,) 
Mr. Hollister. I am f after all, a musician and a piano 
teacher and I would like to know for what reasons the 
committee asks me this question. What is its pertinence? 

Mr. Moulder. The committee requests counsel to inform 
the witness. 

Mr. Arens. This Committee on Un-American Activities 
is developing factual information by which it can adjudge 
a number of legislative proposals which are pending before 
the committee, including proposals which deal with Communist 
propaganda, including proposals which deal with Communist front 
organizations, including proposals which deal with the fin- 
ances of the Communist Party and the like in the United States. 

It is the information of the committee that people who 
are in the* entertainment industry have frequently been, 
engaged by the Communists, used by the Communists; many have 
joined the Communist Party. 

Many have used their professions and their talents for 
the purpose of propagandizing on behalf of Communist front 
organizations, for the purpose of raising funds for the 
Communist conspiracy in the United States. 

I have before me now a number of exhibits which I do 
hot propose at this time to get into, in which the name of 
Carroll Hollister appears as the name of a musician and a 
sponsor, one, the American Continental Congress for Peace, 
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another, American Peace Crusade, another a Musicians' 
Committee to Aid Spanish Democracy. 

I have a number of activities in which a person by the 
name of Carroll Hollister is a leading entertainer or promoter 
of a group giving a cultural salute to Paul Robeson, an 
international Communist agent, and the Like. 

It is for that reason that I want to solicit from you 
now, if you please, sir, information which we think you are 
probably possessed of that you can tell this committee about 
the Communist activities, about Communist promotions, about 
Communist finances, so as a background question I wanted to 
ask you, are you now a member of the Communist Party. 

Would you kindly answer the question? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Hollister. I feel that it is not convincing to 
me that this is pertinent to this point because in my pro- 
fession, as I am today, I have nothing to do with entertain- 
ment as such, the dissemination of verbal entertainment of 
any kind. 

I am a musician. I teach music and as such, I do not think 
1 can in any way be connected with or concerned with propaganda 
activities through my music. I feel however, rather than to 
take the committee's time at this point, I would simply like 
to state that I would vref use to answer this question because 
I feel it is an Invasion of the rights under the Pirst Amendment 



which are guaranteed to American citizens for assemblage, 
association, free speech and the right to petition the 
Government for a redress of grievances. 

I feel all of these things are involved in those organ- 
izations which you mentioned and I do not feel that I should 
answer this question. 

I also feel that I should refuse to answer this question 
because I feel it is not within' the proper sphere of the 
committee to ask me to testify iir proceedings against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully request we 
conclude the staff interrogation of this witness at this time 
and I request that his appearance under the subpoena be 
ordered to the ldth. 

Air. Moulder. The witness will comply with the request 
made by the counsel. The subpoena served upon you will 
reiaaia in full force and effect and you are directed to reappear 
before this committee at two o f clock tomorrow afternoon. 

Mr. Arens. Bill Lawrence will be the next witness, if 
you please. 

Please remain standing while the Chairman administers 
an oath. 

Mr. Moulder. • Do you solemnly swear that the testimony 
you are about to give before this subcommittee of the United 
States Congress will be the truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth, so help you God? 
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Mr. Lazar. I do. 

TESTIMONY OP WILLIAM LAZAR, 30 GREENWICH AVENUE, 
NEW YORK, N. Y., (ACCOMPANIED BY HIS COUNSEL, 
ISIDORE G. NEEDLEMAN, 165 BROADWAY, NEW YORK, N.Y.) 

Mr. Arena. Please identify yourself by name, residence 

and occupation. 

Mr .Lazar. William Lazar, 30 Greenwich Avenue, spotter., 
Mr. Arens. You are appearing to day in response to a 

subpoena which was served upon you by the House Committee on 

Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Lazar. I beg your pardon? 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing in response to a subpoena? 

Mr. Lazar. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. You have counsel? > 

Mr. Lazar. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Needleman. Isidore Needleman, 165 Broadway, New 
York, 6, New York. 

My client has a challenge to the jursidction at this 
time. Would you permit him to make it? 

„ Mr. Lazar. I should like very briefly, sir, to challenge 
the Jurisdiction of this committee inasmuch as the functions 
and legislative purposes of this committee are rather vague. 

I should further like to challenge the right of this 
committee to invade what I consider my private beliefs, 
religion or what have you, and if I am here this morning, it 
is In response to a subpoena by the committee, but not because

I feel or agree that the committee has the right to question, 
me predicated on the rights given to me by the Constitution 
of the United States . 

Mr* Arena. Would you help us clear the record here on 
your name? What other names have you used other than the 
name of William Lazar? 

Mr. Lazar. May I consult counsel, sir? 

Mr, Arens. Yes. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer that question on the 
grounds of the First and Fifth Amendments. 

Mr. Arens. You have responded here to the name of 
William Lawrence, haveyou not? 

Mr. Needleman. It is also William Lazar. 

Mr. Lazar. It is also stated in the subpoena to William 
Bill Lawrence, also known as William Lazar. I responded to 
the subpoena because it is stated "William Lazar." 

Mr. Arens. Have you been known under the name of Israel? 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer that question on the 
grounds of the First and Fifth Amendments. 

Mr. Arens. You told us a moment ago your occupation 
and I did not get it to be quite frank with you. something 
like a spotter. 

Mr. Lazar. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. What is a spotter? 
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Mr. Lazar. It is a drycleaning establishment where you 
remove spots from garments. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you been employed there? 

Mr. Lazar. I have worked for some time— a few years ago- 
arid worked recently, '57 and the early part of 1958. 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment immediately prior 
to your present employment? 

Mr. Lazar. May I consult counsel, sir? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. Anytime you want to counsel, just 
go ahead and do so. Y 0 u do not need permission each time you 
want to consult with counsel. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer that question on the 
grounds of the First and Fifth Amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been chairman of the Cultural 
Section of the Communist Party in New York? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. I should like to know what possible legitimate 
legislative purpose that question might serve. 

Mr. Moulder. The committee i B requesting counsel to 
comply with your request. 

Mr. Arens. This committee is mandated by the House of 
Representatives and indeed, by the Congress, pursuant to 
Public Law 601, to develop factual information and to recommend 
legislation dealing with the Communist Party, Communist 
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propaganda, and the like. It is our information that one of* 
the conduits or devices used by tha Communist Party in ita 
propaganda activities has steamed from a unit of the Communist 
Party known as the Cultural Section of theCoaaunist Party. 

The Committee on Un-American Activities has pending 
before it considerable number of legislative proposals which? 
would cope or attempt to cope legislatively with the Communist 

propaganda, some of which emanates from the Cultural Section • 

of the Communist Party. 

In order for this committee to adequately appraise the 

legislation which is pending before it and proposals, it is 

necessary for the committee to have as much factual information 

as possible. 

It is our information, sir, that at one time at least, 
and in the recent past, you were chairman of the Cultural 
Section of the Communist Party. Now, would you kindly answer 
the question? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. Sir, I consider the explanation of Mr. Arens 
inadequate and unsatisfactory; in view of that I shall decline 
to answer on the grounds of the First and Fifth Amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now, at this moment, a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Lazar. Here, again, would you be good enough to tell 
me just what legislative purpose or in wh»t way would the 



welfare and security of our na-ion be advanced based on my 
reply to your question, sir? 

Mr. Arens. I would p LVe the same explanation as I gave 

before . 

Now, would you k** dl y answer the question: Are you now;,, 
at this moment, a me>»er of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Lazar. Is* 1 * a fact that a Communist Party is a 
legal organizatior in thls country and it is not considered a 
crime by any court of these United States to be a member of 
the Communist Party? 

Mr. Scherer. Mr. Chairman, I ask that you direct this 
witness to answer the luestion. 

(The witness con.erred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Moulder. Tb witness is directed to answer the 
question. You are sc ordered and directed. You are not 
threatened, but you re advised of the possible danger of 
being in contempt of Congress as a result of your refusal 
to respond to the qustion. 

Mr. Lazar. Unie' these circumstances, I must decline to 
answer on the grouid 01 the First and Fifth Amendment. 

Mr. Arens. 1 espectfully suggest we conclude the 
interrogation of t L * witness at this time and I respectfully 
suggest that the tness be ordered to reappear on Wednesday 
the 18th, tomorr" 

Mr. Needlei** Would you make that Thursday? 
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Mr. Arena. We cannot do It. We have a heavy schedule 
for Thursday. We expect to take some time with this witness. 
He hasbeen under subpoena for quite some time. 

Mr.Needleman. No, sir, he received the subpoena only 
Saturday . I am going to appear in the morning with somebody 
else and then I will be tied up in other matters.

You are appearing t6day, Mr. Lee, in response 
to a subpoena which was served upon you by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Lee. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. And you are represented by counsel? 
Mr. Lee. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Will counsel identify himself? 

Mr. Scribner. David Scribner, 15 Williams Street, New 
York City. 

Mr. Arens. Where are yau employed? 

Mr. Lee. At present I am unemployed. 

Mr. Arens. Where were yau last employed? 

Mr. Lee. The American Theater Wing, as an instructor. 

Mr. Arens. What was the last word? 

Mr. Lee. Wing. 

Mr. Arens. What is the American Theater Wing? 
Mr. Lee. It is a school where they hold classes in 
acting, singing, speech, body, voice.

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Mr. Arens. How long wore you employed there? 

Mr. Lee. I would say I was employed there off and on lor 
about five or six years. 

Mr. Arens. When did the employment terminate? 

Mr. Lee. With the semester that finished two weeks ago. 

Mr. Arens. Are you under . contract to resume there when 
the school starts up again? 

Mr. Lee. No, I am not. 

Mr. Arens. What is your full name, please? 
Mr. Lee. Will Lee. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been known by any other name? 
Mr. Lee. Yes, my given name, William Lubovsky. 
Mr. Arens. Where were you born? 
Mr. lee. Brooklyn. 

Mr. Arens. Give us just a word please, about the employ- 
ments which you had since you reached your adulthood. 

Mr. Lee. Well, I have been associated with the theater 
for about 23 years, the entertainment field, I should say, 
radio, TV. 

Mr. Arens. What have you done in this area? 
Mr. Lee. This is all from memory. 
Mr. Arens. Yes, and we only want the highlights. 
Mr. Lee. I hope I can give them to you. 
The last film I did was "Little Fugitive.'* The la* show 
I was in off Broadway was, "The World of Sholem Alechea." 
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Mr. Arens. 1 You were an actor in each of these two 
productions? 

Mr. Lee. Yes. Preceding that I was in a play on Broadway 
called the H Shrike" as an actor. Preceding that I did some 
summer work and was also involved in some films like—it will 
come back to me-— the move "M" . I was also involved in the 
movie, * !

Mr. Arens. Was that aprof essional journey? 
Mr. Lee. Yes, a professional journey. 
Mr. Arens. In connection with a play? 
Mr. Lee. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Arens. What was the play? 

weeks. 

Mr. Lee. "Golden Boy;" it played in London for nine 
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Mr. Arens. While you were in London, did you engage in 
any activity in connection with the theater other than your 
participation in "Golden Boy"? 

Mr. Lee. I don't understand the question. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have any connection, to be more 
specific, or do any promotion work in connection with workers 
theaters? 

Mr. Lee. The theater has been my life. The theater has 
given me tremendous riches. I see many plays, many areas, meet 
hundreds of people. 

Mr. Arens. Just answer the question. Did you do any 
promoting work on any workers theaters? 

Mr. Lee. I do not know what you mean by promoting. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have any connection at all with any 
workers theaters in London? 

Mr. Lee. In what form? 

Mr. Arens. Any form. 

Mr. Lee. I just mentioned that I visited and seen all 
theaters in London. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have any specific, particular 
function in connection with any workers theater? 

Mr. Lee. My life in London was just as an ordinary actor 
• participating in a normal life of London . 

Mr. Arens. Did you promote workers theaters in London? 

Mr. Lee. I don't understand that question. 
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Mr. Arens. I have an article here in which allusion is 
made by you to the promotion of workers theaters in London. 
Mr. Lee. Allusion is made? 
Mr. Arens. Yes. 
Mr. Lee. May I see it? 
Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

(The document was handed to the witness 0> 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. You will observe there in essence, if you 
please, Mr. Lee, that the article states in essence, and I 
am only summarizing it now, that while you were in London you 
were lecturing to workers theaters groups and the like and you 
were lecturing on people's theaters in America. 

I am not quoting. I am summarizing. Does that refresh 
your recollection with reference to your activities while you 
were in London? 

Mr. Lee. I did not write this article, sirs. 

Mr. Arens. I did not suggest you did. 

I am asking you whether or not that article refreshes 
your recollection with reference to your participation or 
lecturing at people's theaters groups in London. That is the 
question that is outstanding. 

Mr. Lee. I did not lecture, period. 

Mr. Arens. Doe.it refresh your recollection with respect 
to what you did do at the people's theaters in London? 
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Mr. Lee. Normal visits to normal theaters fro* the Bast 
End, to Universities to see, to learn. 

Mr. Arens. May I be a little bit sore specific. In 
London, while you were there with "Golden Boy** did you perform 
any function on behalf of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Lee. That is a double-barrelled question, sir. You 
are implying that my behavior would be determined by the 
Communist Party and it is an implication of such that implies 
this. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you were in London 
as of that time? 

Mr. Lee. I must assert my privileges of the First 
Amendment and also the privileges of the Fifth Amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that that 
would conclude the staff interrogation of this witness at this 
time and I respectfully suggest that the witness be ordered 
to reappear on Wednesday, the 18th, tomorrow.

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence

Mr. Silber. My name is Irwin Silber. My address is 
504 Grand Street, New York City. I am a writer and editor. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today in response to a 
subpoena which was served upon you by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Silber. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel? 

Mr. Silber. That is right, Mr. Jaffe. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 

Mr. Jaffe. Bernard Jaffe, 135 Broadway. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Silber, I want to be sure this record 
reflects the full name of yourself. Have you been known by 
any other than Irwin Silber? 

Mr. Silber. I don f t believe I have been known by any 
other name. On occasion a person who writes uses a pseudonym 
or nom de plume. 

Mr. Arens. Could you tell us such names? 
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Mr. Silber. Could you toll us how it might be relevant 
to this Inquiry? 

Mr. Arena. It helps us on identification of yourself. 
Kindly tell us any other names which you have used. 

(The Witness conferred with his / counsel .) 

Mr. Silber. I' don't think I will be able to proceed 
answering the question until I get a better idea from you as to 
the purpose of the inquiry. 

Mr. Arens. I will be glad to give you an explanation of 
the purpose of the inquiry. 

This Committee on Un-American Activities is in the process 
of developing factual material which would assist it in 
considering a number of legislative proposals which are pending 
before.it. 

Some 'of the factual material which this committee has 
already developed relating to Communist activity, Communist 
techniques, include information to the effect that Communists 
frequently use aliases in obtaining employment in communications 
facilities under the control of the Federal Communications 
Commission . 

The committee is considering some legislation which might 
make it a criminal offense for Communists to do this. The 
committee is also developing factual information on Communist 
propaganda. 

We have information which leads us to believe that perhaps 
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* * 

you have been engaged in Communist propaganda activities. You 
have been subpoenaed and now you appear before this committee 
under the name of Irwin Sllber. We would like now, for you to 
tell us the other names you have used. 

If you do tell us the other names you have used and do 
tell us about some of the publications and activities in which 
you have been engaged in propagandizing for the Communists, 
that will help this committee in its fund of information, the 
users of that information, to appraise the legislative 
proposals that are pending before it. 

Mow, would you kindly answer the question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Silber. Sir, on the basis of what you have told me 
I can tell you that I have never had any employment on any kind 
of job under any other name, but my own. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly answer the question? 

Mr. Silber. The fact that I may have written under a 
pseudonym is something that la well known to any writer. 

Mr. Arens. I want you to tell us the pseudonyms you have 
used. in your writings. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Silber. Excuse me, sir, but I still do not see how 
my writing could have anything to do with the subject matter 
of your inquiry and, therefore, I do not see how any other 
name I may have written under may be applicable. 
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Mr. Irons. Where are you presently employed? 

Mr. Sllbor. Would you explain the relevance of that to 

se? 

Mr. Arena. Tes. The sane relevancy as the previous 
question. Now, please answer the question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Scherer. Mr. Chairman, I request that you direct the 
witness to answer that question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answer that 
question . 

Mr. Silber. It is not clear to me how my present employ- 
ment may be related to this inquiry. 

Mr. Arens. I think I have explained it twice* 

Mr. Scherer. I think counsel has made it amply clear and 
I think he should be directed to answer the question* 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answer and you 
are advised that your refusal to answer may* place you in 
danger of being in contempt of Congress of. the United States* 
That statement is not made in the spirit of a threat or 
coercion, but so that you may be informed. 

Mr. Silber. I am presently employed at Avon Publications* 

Mr. Areas. In what capacity? 

Mr.. Silber. As a publicity director. 

Mr. Arens. What is Avon Publications? 

Mr. Silber. Publisher of paperback books. 2 am employed 
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there under my own name. 

Mr. Arena. How long have you been so employed? 
Mr. Sllber. About four months. 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment Immediately prior to 
your present employment? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Sllber. Sir, over the past number of years, I have 
been employed in many different kinds of Jobs and it doesnot 
seem to me that it would be proper to necessarily bring in the 
name of every employer that. I have had for this hearing. 
I would be perfectly willing to discuss with you that employ- 
ment that falls within the purpose of this committee. 

Mr. Arens. Tell. us about your employment that falls within 
the jurisdiction of this committee. 

Mr. Silber. I don't know. 

Mr. Arens. Communist activities, activities on behalf of 
Communist fronts, and so on; you said you would be willing to 
talk about that. 

Mr. Sllber. I said I would be perfectly willing to dis- 
cuss employment that fell within the jurisdiction of this 
committee. 

Mr. Arens. The Jurisdiction of this committee is 
communism and Communist activities. 

Mr. Silber. I can only answer that so far mm it does not 
violate my own constitutional rights. 
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Mr. Arena. Are you now, at this moment, a member of 
the Comaunlat Party? 

Mr. Silber. Sir, it seems to me and, of course, naturally, 
I have given this question a lot of thought since I anticipated 
it, that the question and answer, no matter what the answer 
is, would he a violation of my rights as guaranteed to me 

r 

under the rights of the Constitution which I understand protects 
my political beliefs and associations. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you invoke that reason for refusing 
to answer the question, and claiming of the privilege under 
the Constitution? 

Mr. Silber. Yes, sir, I do. 

Mr. Arens. Do you refuse to answer now as to whether or 
not you are presently, this minute, a member of the Communist 
Party? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Silber. I would like to add one thing to what I said 
before. That is, I do not believe, as a legal matter that it 
is proper for any agency of the Government, including the 
Congress, to inquire into the political beliefs or associations 
of any individual so for two reasons, I have to refuse to 
answer your question. 

I do not think it is a proper question because Congress 
cannot ask it and I am protected as an individual under the 
amendment. 
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Mr. Scherer. I ask that you direct the witness to answer 
the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answer the. 
question . 

Mr. Silber. I have to give you the same answer. 

Mr. Arens. I would respectfully suggest this would 
conclude the staff interrogation and I respectfully suggest 
that he be directed to appear on Thursday, June 19th. 

Mr. Moulder* The witness will comply with the request 
made by counsel and you are advised that the subpoena served 
upon you is infull force and effect and you are ordered to 
reappear before this subcommittee in this hearing room at 
ten o'clock a.m., on Thursday, June 19th. 

Mr. Arens. The next witness will be Mr. Leo Shull.

Mr. Shullman. I do. 

TESTIMONY OF LEO SHULL SHULMAN, 155 WEST 46th 
STREET, NEW YORE, N.Y., (ACCOMPANIED BY HIS

Mr. Gitlin. May I make a remark? 

Mr. Shul Just consulted me this morning about this matter, 
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at 9:30 this morning, so I have not had much of a chance to 
talk with him. IX it is at all possible, I would appreciate 
putting this off until I have had a chanco to go into the 
matter with him because truthfully, X am not fully acquainted 
with his problem. I assume it has to do with certain hearings 
that have been, reported in the newspapers. 

Mr. Areas. Counsel, the purpose of this particular 
session will not be to explore exhaustively items that we 
propose to explore eventually with this witness. I think that 
the very brief session which we have here will only touch on 
matters on which you, as counsel, could readily advise your 
client and your client has been under subpoena for a period 
since June 9th and bear it is June 16th, 

Mr. Oitlin. I appreciate that. 

Mr. Arena. We would desire very much to proceed with a 
few preliminary questions. 

Would you kindly identify yourself by name, residence 
and occupation? 

Mr. Shulman. May I ask a question, Mr. Arens, so I can 
be advised? 

Mr. Arens. Please give us just your name, residence and 

occupation. 

Mr. Shulman. My name is Leo Shull Shulman, 156 West 
46th, New York City, and I am a newspaperman. 

Mr. Arens. Let us be sure we have your name. You say 
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Leo Shull Shulman. Is Shull an abbreviation of Shulman? 

Mr. Shulman. S-h-u~l-l and s-h-u-l-m-a-n . 

Mr. Arena. So that the basic part of the record is 
clear, you are appearing today in response to a subpoena 
which was served upon you by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities? 

Mr. Shulman. I am. 

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel? 
Mr. Shulman. I am. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 
Mr. Gitlin. Leo Gitlin, 565 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
New York. 

Mr. Shulman. I made an effort to get a counsel. I 
approached three of them and one of them said he would let 
me know yesterday and then he declined to, so I called hmm 
last night at his home about 9 o f clock and I met him the first 
time .this morning at 9:15, and our only conversation was in the 
taxi and for that reason I would ask, do you think he can 
adequately advise me as to these questions you are going to 
ask me? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir, because I am going to ask you only 
two questions. 

Mr. Scherer. If counsel feels :that he needs time in 
order to advise his client Whether to answer the two questions 
that Mr. Arens is going to ask him, thdn counsel should state 
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that he requires tine before he directs his client to 
answer or refrain from answering and then we will take up 
the question of continuation. 

Mr. Shulman. Thank you, Congressman. The committee has 
been very fair in things in the past/ I have seen, and if you 
ask these questions and I ask my counsel here for his advice, 
do yau feel that I would be getting adequate advice? 

Mr. Moulder. After the question is asked, and then you 
advise with your counsel where yau are sitting and then, if 
he decides that he needs additional time, then it will be 
granted. 

Mr. Arens. Now, the question I want to ask you, is, 
are you now a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Shulman. May I confer with counsel? 

Mr. Arena. Yes, and any counsel in the world could 
advise his client on that matter in ten minutes. 

Mr. Shulman. May I ask you one other question?' 

Being a newspaperman I hope you will permit me to ask 
this question. There have been rumors among newspapermen 
that that there are microphones in a hearing room like this 
and I would just like to ask it that is so. 

Mr. Arens. There are no microphones in this room at all. 
dccaslonally, they have microphones to amplify the members of 
the committee or myself. 

Mr. Shulman. I ask that because if I consult with my 
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attorney— I ■•an no disrespect. We did not discuss this because 
there was a driver in the cab. 

Mr. Arena. The question is now, are you a member of the 

< 

Communist Party? 

(The witness conferred with his/ counsel.) 

Mr. Shulman. I Would like the record to show that I 
appreciate your kindness in letting me consult with my attorney. 

My attorney is not quite sure as to how to advise me. 
However, I am going to state that no, I am not a member, of the 
Communist Party.. 

o * 

Mr. Arena. The next question I want to ask you, please, 
sir, is, have you ever been a member of the Communist Party 
aid, if so, when? 

Mr. Shulman. May I consult with my attorney again on 

that? 

Mr. Gltlin. That is the issue that I wanted to have 
time to explore with him at great length. That is why I 
asked for additional time in any hearing of this man. 

Mr. Arens. That matter can be explored with him as 
quickly as the first matter. 

Mr. Gitlin. I do not want to commit himself, here, 
involving himself as to whether he is or is not going to 
' answer it. I think we should have an opportunity to go into 
it at great length with him. 

Mr. Moulder. T he request of counsel will be granted and 
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the subpoena served upon the witness will remain in full force 
and effect and the witness is ordered to reappear here 
tomorrow morning at ten o'clock in this hearing room, June 18. 

Mr. Gitlin. May I ask another indulgence of the committee? 

Unfortunately, Mr. Shulman has a very ill parent and 
parent-in-laws, and the serving of these documents upon him: 
was a very great shock to his in-laws, and I would appreciate 
it if they could be spared— 

Mr. Scherer. The United States marshal has been trying 
to find him here for a number of months and he has ducked 
the United States marshal and that is the reason we had to 
send him to Connecticut. 

Mr. Shulman. I was not aware that I was going to be 
served and I do have an office and we receive people from the 
Government all the time. 

The IBI is always over to ask us questions, and we have 
tried to help them all the time. We do not duck. The reason 
that I asked this, sir, is one of my relatives has high blood 
pressure and has been out of the hospital and I fear a 
fatality and then another one is an Infirm man of 80, and to 
spare myself as well as this committee publicity which we 
would not want. 

Mr. Scherer. You have been served now. I mm saying 
the United States marshal is not the PBI. The United States 
marshal trying to serve you for a long time, has bean 



unable to find you and it nto«nltit«d Mrs. Soottl going all 
the way to Connecticut to servo you. 

Mr. Shulman. If Mrs. Scotti had sent me a letter o* 
telephoned me she had a subpoena, I would hare taken it 
because when she called me last time I answered her and when 
I was asked to call her hack again, I voluntarily called her 
back again. 

I do not Intend to duck this committee or duck it in 

the future. 

Mr. Scherer. X only made that statement to explain to 
you that we did not want to serve you in Connecticut either. 

„Mr. Shulman. With that in mind, if she called me aside 
and said, "I have something for you"— seeing that these people 
are so old, but— what happened in the past is something that 
we cannot control, but I am trying to spare people in which 
a fatality might arise y this pain. 

I don't mind if you subject me to the pain. X don*t mind 
but there is nothing I can do about that, but in fairness 
this committee has been fair in my observation and X am 
asking you to consider this if not now, at some other time. 
That is only my suggestion. 

Mr. Arens. I would suggest that that conclude the 
interrogation of witnesses today. We have another 12 or 15 
scheduled for this executive session. All have been ducking 
subpoenas. 
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Mr. Moulder. We will stand in recess until ten o» clock 

tomorrow morning. 

(Whereupon, at 11:30 a.m., the hearing in the above- 
entitled matter was recessed, to reconvene at 10:00 a.m., 
on the following day.)
